We celebrate today in memory of the Declar¬ 
ation of Independence—the noblest, the grandest 
and the bravest political document ever written 
by man. I say it is the noblest because it says 
that all men are created free and equal and have 
certain inherent and inalienable rights, among 
which are life, liberty and the pursuit of happi¬ 
ness. 

I say it was the bravest because it was a 
Declaration of War by a handfull of men without 
an army, a navy or a factory. It was a declara¬ 
tion of war against the most powerful nation 
then in the world. It was declaration of war 
against a nation whose ships controlled every 
sea and whose soldiers were in control of all 
the principal cities of the land. It was a declara¬ 
tion of war by thirteen feeble colonies strung for 
a thousand miles along the Atlantic ocean with¬ 
out a ship and with hostile Indians all along 
their western border and with no means of 
communication. I say. all things considered. It 
was the bravest document ever written by man. 

The Declaration of Independence is a docu¬ 
ment of only a few pages but it contains the es¬ 
sence of all freedom and liberty and should be 
read aloud in every home of this land, and the 
story of six years of war and blood and hardship 
which required to make it good, should be fami¬ 
liar to every' American 

We are here today because George Washing¬ 
ton and his soldiers left their tracks in blood at 
Valley Forge and because he prayed for the suc¬ 
cess of his country We are here today because 
Molly Pitcher loaded and fired a cannon when 
her husband was dead at her feet. We are here 
today because Ethan Allen and his soldiers cap¬ 
tured Ticonderoga in the name of the Great 
Jehovah and the Continental Congress. We are 
here today because General Daniel Morgan and 
his soldiers fought day and night and lived on 
roasted potatoes and would not quit We are 
here today because Patrick Henry said. "Give 
me liberty or give me death." 

They faced dangers and dared to do the 
right. Every generation and every individual 
face dangers. We have everything to enhance 
and satisfy human life. We need to renew our 
faith in the Declaration of Independence and to 
build a nation of stronger homes, schools and 
churches These are the pillars of the Ark of 
the Covenant of our country.

FUNDAMENTAL 

FRILLS 


Although there is a high rela- 
| tionship between the values held 
\ by a society and the goals toward 
which that society’s planned ed- 
| ucatinn of children move, since 
I the time of Europe's vernacular 
schools the purpose of public ed¬ 
ucation has been the source of 
many controversies and misun¬ 
derstandings. The current Flesch 
furor over reading is witness to 
the fact. 

The fact that public education 
parallels the philosophy of \hc 
day is repeatedly demonstrated 
by «uch historical accounts and 
analyses as those which deal with 
the industrial revolution and the 
Reformation as well as other so- 
1 eial and economic trends. 

In educational history as in 
other professions there have been 
movements of fleeting nature 
that have not been sympathetic 
to the spirit of the time or con¬ 
tradictory to the concensus of the 
general public; but such trends 
have quickly disappeared (when 
measured in terms of history) 
and have yielded insignificant in¬ 
fluence on society. There was a 
time when aentisls extracted 
live worms (which were cleverly 
placca in the patient’s mouth) 
from the decayed teeth of the 
man in the chair! 

Since public education is fi¬ 
nanced largely by public taxation 
the individual can only speak 
against what he holds lo be in 
error. The American language 
has furnished a single, powerful 
word with which these speakers 
have attracted many citizens. The 
word is FRILL. FRILL describes 
a purely decorative edging not 
necessary to proper functioning, 
as well as carries the connotation 
of needless expenditure 

The word frill has been the 
successful battle cry of the oppo¬ 
sition to educational changes, 
since by use of its wide-spread 
use, the pocketbook can be easily 
involved. Often a small locality 
can be swayed by the frill tech¬ 
nique. but where a change is sig¬ 
nificant, the national pattern of 
education moves as it always has. 
as a reflection of the general 
need. 

In American history the educa¬ 
tion of children from 1750 to 1825 
assumed a nationalisitic tone new 
and frightening when placed 
against the previous needs of the 
new nation; to read letters from 
across the sea and gam a know- 
ters to friends and relatives not 
ters to priends and relatives not 
yet come to the new country; to 
compute simple business trans¬ 
actions. Public controversy raged 

Within the memory of today’s 
adult is the time when "frill” I 


was applied to public school 
music; when school funds ran 
short, the program of music was 
curtailed or omitted. Art for , 
children has long suffered be¬ 
cause of its statue as educational 
decoration. Home economics and 
other manual arts wee, not too 
1-iig ago, considered nonsense to 
education. 

Physical education appears 
still to be in that category of 
decoration to many schools, in ( 
cate the public in the care of 
nund and body. 

The term "frill" appears to 
have served its useful life as an 
education control in those com¬ 
munities where the educational ; 
leadership proposes change where 
change is necessary, important, j 
and understood. Where change is 
introduced to enhance the status 
of school administration, where 
change is an innovation, or where 
a community is "sold a bill of 
goods ” the cry of frill still serves 1

High schools begin highly com¬ 
petitive games like basketball, 
soccer, softball, football, and 
dual competitive games like ten¬ 
nis and badminton. This is called 
the intramural program, which 
provides competitive and recre¬ 
ation sports in which the whol- 
student body may participate and 
which also provides the backbone 
of varsity athletics. 

The tensions of living today 
frequently lead to restlessness in 
children which terminates often 
in juvenile delinquency. One out 
of twelve persons today is suf¬ 
fering from some form of men¬ 
tal illness Part of the treatment 
juvenile delinquents as well as 
mental patients receive is recre¬

Giving our children the physi¬ 
cal activity they need now. in¬ 
stead of waiting until they re¬ 
ceive it in the form of treatment 
in a mental institution, is cheap¬ 
er as well as more beneficial for 
tne child, the parents, and the 
people as a whole. 


t urs in a clean, well-ventilated 
gymnasium, equipped with show¬ 
er, dressing rooms, adjoining play 
area and is carried out by a 
qualified teacher. 

The Health and Physical Edu¬ 
cation Code of Kentucky state 
that every child should have one 
period of physical eduhation in 
the daily school program and one 
semester of health in either ninth 
or tenth grade. In Kentucky pub¬ 
lic schools this program is begun 
in either the seventh or ninth 
grade. 

In the elementary school chil¬ 
dren act out with various move¬ 
ments a theme, such as going to 
a fire; they do stunts and tumb¬ 
ling, simple folk dances, catching 
and fleeing games.

Farmers To File 
1st Social Security 
Returns After ’55

who file their income tax returns 
on a calendar year basis, that is 
on income received from Janu¬ 
ary 1 through December 31, will 
file their first social security re¬ 
turns after the end of 1955, ac¬ 
cording to Robert A. Flynn, dis¬ 
trict manager of the Social Se¬ 
curity Administration These 
farmers will file their first re¬ 
turns and pay social security 
taxes in early 1956 on 1955 farm 
earnings. 

"There is on exception to this 
statement,” Mr. Flynn said. "That 
exception applies to farmers who 
file their income tax returns on 
a fisca 1 year basis. In such cases 
these farmers will file their first 
social security returns with the 
fiscal year ending in 1955. For 
examp'e. a farmer who regularly 
reports his income for tax pur¬ 
poses on a fiscal year basis end¬ 
ing June 30, will file his social 
security return and pay social 
security tax on his farm Income 
received during the period July 
1954 through June 1955.” 

Mr. Flynn explained that a 
farmer filing on a fiscal year 
basis should get a social security 
account number, if he does not 
already have one, so that he can 
show the number on his first re¬ 
turn filed in 1955. A farm oper-' 
ator tiling on a calendar year 
basis. Mr. Flynn said, should also 
get a social security number to 
show or. his social security re¬ 
turn which will be due in early 
1956 or. 1955 farm earnings. 


Before Ben was twelve Josiah 
searched diligently for a trade 
that would suit his young son 
and often took him on walks to 
watch joiners, bricklayers and 
braziers so that he might find 
Ben’s inclination and try to fix 
it on some trade or other.

High school deans are the key 
people in the school’s program 
They coordinate the efforts of the 
whole faculty, utilizing opport¬ 
unities provided by course sel¬ 
ection, testing programs, and col¬ 
lege planing to counsel students 
un their vocational plans; they 
cooperate with outside agencies 
in their efforts to help students 
with job choice and planing. 

Subject matter teachers relate 
occupational information with units 
departments teach the skills of 
wilting aplication letters and in¬ 
terviewing 

High school commercial depar¬ 
tments. shops, and agriculture 
departments prepare youths for 
job in their repective line. Their 
courses are the out growth of 
job analysis, and the skills they 
teach are known to be dually 
used on the job These are the 
subjects that develop definite 
salesable skills. 

Among other related topics 
salesmanship is taught in some 
Kentucky schools, where it is 
offered as a major area of study 
with on-the-job training added 
The student leaves classes early 
each day to work for a merchant 
as a salesman, after which peri¬ 
ods his efforts are evaluated 
by both the merchant and tea¬ 
cher with places for needed im¬ 
provement pointed out. 

S-hools cooperate with those 
outside agencies that deal with 
Ihe vocational development of 
youth. Each June brings a flood 
of young job seekers to the State 
Employment Service. Experience 
has proved it is better if they can 
conduct their testing and chun- 
-i-ling functions before graduat¬ 
ion and the job seeking moment. 

Member firms of the National 
Office Managers Association in 
same areas invite seniors maj¬ 
oring in business practice into 
their offices to work for a week 
each year. From this experien¬ 
ce students find places they need 
to improve m skill as well as 
the chance for future employ¬ 
ment. 

While the vocational guidance 
problems are expertly attacked, 
the total effort is inadequate. 
On-the-job work and studv needs

Kentucky school districts will 
get $36.84 per pupil from the 
State school fund this year. This 
is 67 cents less per child than last 
year’s per-capita money and is 
due to an increase in school cen¬ 
sus. 

Morgan county’s share of State 
school funds for 1955 is $145,573, 
a reduction of $9,055 under last 
year. The county’s share is based 
on a school census of 3,951 stu¬ 
dents. 


Tobacco growers must indicate 
their intention to dispose of ex¬ 
cess tobacco within ten (10) days 
to be eligible for price support. 

To be eligible for price support 
farmers having excess tobacco 
must request to dispose of excess 
average or for a remeasurement 
in writing and make a deposit 
within ten (10) days from the 
date shown on the Notice of To¬ 
bacco Acreage in Excess of Al¬ 
lotment. Such requests should 
be made to the County ASC Of¬ 
fice. 

Every farmer who produces 
one or more than one type of to¬ 
bacco is ineligible for price sup¬ 
port on all types if he is in ex¬ 
port on all types if he is in excess 
on any type and does not request 
disposition or remeasurement and 
required deposit at his County 
ASC office within the period of 
10 days from the date on his ex¬ 
cess notice.
